Because at high interest rat­ 
es, the state has a backlog of 
more than $1 billion In unsold 
bonds. If tltey could be sold,

But the state constitution lim­ 
its the state to (>aying five per 
cent interest on its bonds and 
at that low rate, no investors 
are Interested. 
Unless the situation changes

WASHINGTON (AP) — Senate 
Republican Leader Hugh Scott 
renewed today GOP threats at a 
presidential veto of the tax re­ 
form bill after the Senate’s sur­ 
prise decision to raise mini­ 
mum Social Security payments 
to $100. 
But Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield, noting the tax meas­ 
ure still has to go through a Sen. 
ate-House conference commit­ 
tee, said he doesn’t take such 
threats seriously. 
“ 1 think they’re premature,” 
he contended. 
The Senate met at 9 a.m. in 
an unusual Saturday session as 
it sought to complete the bill 
after attaching costly provi­ 
sions for additional Social Se­ 
curity benefits and tax credits 
for parents of college students. 
Scott told reporters the bill, 


“ if it gets any worse, may prove 
in the President’s eyes to be 
disenabling,” 
explaining 
he 
found the word in the dictioro 
ary to mean “ disqualifying.” 
“ Unless the bill looks better 
when it comes out of confer­ 
ence,” the GOP leader said, he 
would have to echo Asst. Repub­ 
lican Leader Robert P. Griffin’s 
statement Friday that “ 1 just 
wouldn’t bet against a veto.” 
Mansfield said he hopes the 
amendment he and Sen. Robert 
C. Byrd, D-W. V a., sponsored to 
raise minimum Social Security 
benefits to $100 survives coro 
ference but 
added “ I don’t 
know” what its chances are. 
Scott said, regardless of what 
happens to the tax reform bill, 
he thinks a 15 per cent social 
Security benefit hike approved 
Friday will become law, either 
this year or early next.

of pomology at a recent prune 
growers meeting held in the Los 
Molinos

"This problem was one 
of the early ones that I worked 
on after joining the pomology' 
department and It still gives us 
occasional

reviewed the 
progress

plications of potassium sulfate, 
deep placement, and the recent 
use of concentrate foliar ap­ 
plication of potassium nitrate. 
Very satisfactory results have 
been obtained by using up to a 5 
times concentrate of the normal 
10 pounds of potassium nitrate 
per 100 gallons of water ap­ 
plied at the 400 gallon per acre 
rate. 
He used slides to Il­ 
lustrate his mini-concentrate 
sprayer that is designed as a 


back pack rig that weighs about 
2 5 pounds empty and 50 pounds 
with 3 gallons of spray material 
added. * 'This Is an excellent re - 
search tool and treatments can 
be duplicated very accurately,” 
he commented.
